BY ENGINEERS 


Subway Report Asks Work 
‘at Once on Program to 
Gost $96,371,300. 


— 


Chicago must have a rapid transit 
system. Such a system is feasible 
from both the engineering and the 
financial standpoints, Work snows 
be begun at once. 

That is the conclusion of the Chi- 
cago traction and subway commis- 
sion, a part of whose report was made 
public yesterday. After seven months’ 
work its members—William Barelay 
Parsons, Robert Ridgway, and Bion J. 
Arnold—are nearing ‘the end of their 
task. They have passed on all the 
engineering problems finally and there 
remain to be solved only some of the 
intricacies of the financing scheme. 

The stumbling block now is the yal- 
uation of the properties of the elevated 
railroads. One commissioner is said to 
contend that the figure should be not 
much above $70,000,000, , while his as- 
sociates believe the amount should he 
nearer $80,000,000. Their staff is en- 
gaged in additional studies on this sub- 
Ject and it will be taken up again next 
week probably,

START WORK AT ONCE. 

The commissioners urge starting 
work at once to speed up the elevated 
lines. They propose the use of the 
city’s traction fund to build immedi- 
ately a subway through which some 
L“ trains may speed through the 
central district underground, their re- 
moval from the loop structure making 
it possible to speed up the trains still 
operated there. They recommend that 
without delay new elevated and sur- 
face lines be built and that extensions 
of existing lines of both types of serv- 
ice be made. 

They also urge that the traction fund 
be used to take some of the surface 


cars off the streets within the loop. tine. 


These cars would be speeded by the 


tubes and would leave room so that 


thoge still on the surface could move 
faster. 

Their immediate program for the 
next nine years calls for a total out- 
lay of $96,371,300. And their gen- 
era] plan” calls for the expenditure 
of at least $260,000,000 by 1950, when, 
they estimate, Chicago should have a 
population of 5,000,000.

Two Greck 
Red Cross nurses who were imprigoned 
and subjected to insults after tending 
the allied wounded testified that several 
Venesilists had their heads battered in 
by royalists while incarcerated.

The biggest families 
have the most troubles. I have sat in 


I have heard a lot of divorce cases, and 
from my observation during the last 
twenty-eight years I think birth control 
would be a solution. 


Poor Families Too Big. 

The poor man can afford only so 
many children and then twice that 
many come. He simply can't support 
them, and all kinds of miseries result. 
He needs it more, yet he is denied the 
information his wealthy brother can 
obtain. The big families are in the 
little homes. 

“Other causes of domestic difficul- 
ties, continued the judge, are these 
hasty marriages, the extreme youth of 
couples, and, most of all, their igno- 
rance. They don’t know what they are 
getting into, they have no idea of the 
responsibilties they ere assuming. 

“Once I had a young fellow about 
23 up here accused by his wife of trying 
to put pillows over the two babies’ 
mouths to keep them from crying. I 
asked him why he behaved so and he 
said, Judge, their crying simply drives 
me crazy. I can’t help it, I'm built 
that way. If I had known what it 
meant I wouldn't have married for 
anything in the world.’ That's a state 
a lot of young people are in, and they 
ought to be educated to see that mar- 
riage isn’t a light thing. . 

Religions Wreck Homes. 
Another trouble is religion. When 
young people are of opposite beliefs, if 
they are conscientious observers, they 
oughtn’t to marry, because when the 
babies come, trouble develops immedi- 
ately. It begins earlier sometimes over 
the question of going to church. 

Tou know —the judge took an in- 
splrational look at the great vase full of 
pink roses on his desk—“ parents of 
today aren't giving their children the 
care that parents of years ago gave 
theirs. There are too mans out- 
side interests. Our parents never 
heard of card clubs and such 
things, and they devoted their time to 
us. We used to spend our evenings at 
home reading, playing games, singing 
around the piano. 

Cabaret Supplants Home. 

But now none of the young people 
thinks of staying at home. They won't 
even get up dancing parties at their 
homes. They have to go to cabarets 
and public dances. Parents and their 
children should be chums. A father 
shouldn't go any place he wouldn't 
be willing for his young son to go, and 
a son shouldn't be willing to go any 
place he wouldn't want his father to 
go, and the same with mothers and 
daughters. 7 
We need to get back this home 
spirit. Something can be done for these 
people who bring their troubles to the 
court in that way, too. They can be 
taught to make homes. If every woman 
in Chicago who has no children, and 
had the time to do it, would give one day 
of the week to helping some less for- 
tunate woman by meeting her on an 
equal womanly level, there would be 
more good done to this town than any 
one could estimate. 


Some Plans. 


“I’m going to try to help the people 
who come here out of their difficulties— 
and incidentally I’m going to clean up 
the atmosphere of this courtroom,” 
Judge Stelk finished his philosophizing. 
Then he told a bit of news to rejoice 
the hearts of all the youngsters whose 
families have gone domestic courtward 
the last year. 

There is to be a very special Christ“ 
mas tree set up in the courtroom for 
their benefit, going into position the 
Friday or Saturday before Christmas 
and staying up till after New Year’s. 
It will be decorated and lit up and 
laden with gifts, so that every child 
which has been indirectly concerned in 
court proceedings will get some kind of 
a Christmas plum from its generous 
branches. True, the plums depend 
wholly on ‘voluntary contributions, but 
the people planning the project are 
doing so hopefully. Last year a good 
crop was provided.

In the principals’ letter hope was ex- 
pressed that Mr. Loeb would comply 
with the wishes of a majority of the 
board that he be president again. The 
letter continued: 5 

“We heartily and unqualiflediy sup- 
port the proposition that control of the 
schools should be exercised exclusively 
by the legally constituted authorities. 
We believe that this is the crux of the 
fight which you have been making and 
your position on this issue has our 
hearty and sympathetic support and co- 
operation.” 

The action was said to be unanimous, 
with all but four of the thirty-one mem- 
bers of the board of directors present. 

Teachers Petition Mayor. 

The petition which went to the mayor 
has been circulated for several months 
by teachers dropped in June and their 
friends. Teachers, club women, and 
members of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor helped to distribute the petition.
